During  the  course 
of  the  year  the  girls  learned 
many  things  about  sewing 
and  many  new  methods  of 
cooking. 
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AVIATION 

The  aviation  class  is 
made  up  of  thirteen  stu¬ 
dents  who,  under  the  in¬ 
struction  of  Mr.  Davis,  have 
learned  the  basic  principles 
of  airplane  instruments  and 
engines  as  well  as  such 
things,  like  a  knowledge  of 
meteorolgy,  which  are  nec¬ 
essary  to  become  a  pilot. 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

Industrial  Arts,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Cabe- 
lus,  is  an  elective  course 
open  to  boys  from  grades 
nine  through  twelve.  The 
boys  first  learn  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  metal  and  wood 
working  and  later  apply 
this  knowledge  by  con¬ 
structing  tables,  cabinets, 
lamps,  and  so  forth  for  use 
in  their  own  homes. 
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Class  History 


On  September  15,  1942,  approximately  eighty- 
five  happy-go-lucky  freshmen  met  in  Rooms  17, 
18,  and  31  in  the  Suffield  High  School  to  begin 
the  first  of  four  years  of  our  secondary  educa¬ 
tion.  We  got  off  to  a  good  start  by  electing  Jean 
Romano,  president;  Mary  Fae  Finter,  vice-presi¬ 
dent;  Mary  Lou  Kingsbury,  secretary;  and  Wal¬ 
lace  Drenzek,  treasurer. 

Our  one  big  social  event  during  our  freshman 
year  was  a  Halloween  party  which  was  enjoyed  by 
all  who  attended. 

We  started  our  second  year  right  by  electing 
our  class  officers  as  follows:  Wallace  Drenzek, 
president;  Shirley  Barnett,  vice-president;  and 
Mary  Lou  Kingsbury,  secretary-treasurer.  Not  to 
be  outdone  by  other  classes,  we  sponsored  the 
Sophomore  Sock  Hop,  which  proved  to  be  a  huge 
success. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  we  started  thinking 
about  our  class  rings.  After  we  had  given  up  the 
hope  of  receiving  them  that  year,  the  rings  finally 
arrived  and  caused  a  flurry  of  excitement  among 
all  of  us,  from  the  bewildered  freshmen  to  the 
sophisticated  seniors. 

The  next  year  found  us  back  to  begin  our  third 
year  of  high  school  as  “jaunty”  juniors.  As  soon 
as  possible,  we  held  a  class  meeting  and  continued 
on  the  road  to  success  with  Fred  Maples  as  our 
president;  Hamilton  Sikes,  vice-president;  Claire 
Spaulding,  secretary;  and  Shirley  Barnett,  treas¬ 
urer. 

In  November  we  held  a  roller  skating  party  at 
Babb’s  which  proved  to  be  loads  of  fun  for  every¬ 
one  present. 

Fred  Maples  was  chosen  as  the  boy  to  attend 
Nutmeg  Boys’  State  in  June  and  Mary  Lou  Kings¬ 
bury  and  Dorothy  Paganelli,  Laurel  Girls’  State. 
Because  of  the  ability  which  made  him  a  “star” 
forward  on  the  basketball  team,  Bill  Edmonds 
was  chosen  a  member  of  the  second  team  of  the 
All-Tournament  teams.  Shirley  Roy  was  active 
on  radio  programs  and  in  oratorical  contests 
throughout  her  high  school  days.  Others  who  par¬ 
ticipated  in  discussions  on  the  radio  and  in  assem¬ 
bly  programs  were  Fred  Maples,  Mary  Sheridan, 
Hamilton  Sikes,  Ruth  Merrell,  Claire  Spaulding, 
Alice  Healey,  and  Jennie  Grabowicz.  It  was  in  his 
junior  year  that  George.  Gates  became  our  first 
classmate  to  enter  the  armed  forces. 

In  May,  we  combined  our  efforts  with  the  class 
of  ’45  and  came  up  with  the  Junior-Senior  Prom, 
which  was  a  great  success.  The  unique  setting 
was  that  of  a  Pacific  island.  Mary  Lou  Kingsbury 
was  chosen  May  Queen.  Her  attendants  were: 
Ruth  Merrell,  Ruth  Rock,  Jean  Romano,  Barbara 


Horanzy,  Nancie  Dick,  and  Shirley  Barnett. 

On  September  11,  1945,  44  enthusiastic,  but 
not  too  dignified  seniors  met  in  Room  22  to  be¬ 
gin  our  last  and,  we  hoped,  our  most  enjoyable 
year  of  high  school.  During  our  first  three  years 
we  had  looked  forward  to  being  seniors,  but  we 
soon  found  that  we  were  the  same  as  everyone 
else.  To  take  care  of  the  many  tasks  and  problems 
confronting  seniors,  we  elected  Hamilton  Sikes, 
president;  Bill  Edmonds,  vice-president;  Dorothy 
Paganelli,  secretary;  and  Mary  Sheridan,  treasurer. 

The  Senior  Patrol  soon  took  its  place  in  the 
halls  to  keep  order.  A  new  attraction  was  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  several  girls  to  the  Patrol. 

Before  many  weeks  had  passed,  we  elected  Alice 
Healey,  Editor-in-Chief  of  our  yearbook.  An  effi¬ 
cient  committee  consisting  of  Mary  Sheridan, 
Claire  Spaulding,  Hamilton  Sikes,  Jeanne  Bailey, 
and  Shirley  Barnett  was  chosen  to  assist  in  putting 
out  one  of  the  best  yearbooks  in  the  history  of 
Suffield  High.  Alice  was  also  Editor-in-Chief  of 
the  “Readers  Reflection.” 

On  a  rainy  day  in  October  we  trooped  to  Bos- 
worth’s  Studio  in  Springfield  and  had  our  in¬ 
dividual  pictures  taken.  They  arrived  in  time  for 
Christmas  and  despite  the  rain,  we  were  very 
much  pleased  with  them. 

In  February  Douglas  Morway  entered  the  Navy 
leaving  just  eleven  boys  in  our  class. 

1  he  basketball  team  went  on  to  fame  and  glory 
with  Eugene  Sullivan  as  captain  and  Bill  Ed¬ 
monds,  Kyle  Thresher,  and  Wallace  Drenzek  as 
loyal  and  worthy  supporters. 

Have  you  ever  gone  to  any  of  our  basketball 
games?  If  so,  you  know  what  a  swell  job  of  cheer¬ 
leading  Jean  Romano,  Ruth  Rock,  Barbara  Ho¬ 
ranzy,  Claire  Spaulding,  and  Shirley  Barnett  did. 

In  a  dramatic  moment  of  the  year  the  Senior 
Dramatic  Club  put  on  “Elmer,”  an  entertaining 
one-act  play  starring  Hamilton  Sikes,  Alice  Hea¬ 
ley,  Jean  Romano,  Ruth  Rock,  Mary  Sheridan, 
Robert  Sheldon,  Dorothy  Paganelli,  and  Thomas 
Cannon. 

During  our  last  year  we  sponsored  the  Teen-age 
Frolic  and  the  Senior  Prom.  * 

The  highlight  of  our  four  years  of  high  school 
was  our  class  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.  We  are 
the  first  class  from  Suffield  High  to  take  such  a 
trip. 

Our  class  colors  are  blue  and  gold  and  the  yel¬ 
low  rose  is  our  class  flower. 

And  so,  with  regret,  we  come  to  the  end  of  four 
eventful  years  filled  with  lots  of  work  and  fun. 
We  leave,  “The  past  forever  gone;  the  future 
still  our  own.”
